In response to a non-final Official Action mailed on June 21, 2005, Applicant filed an 
amendment with the US Patent & Trademark Office on September 15, 2005. In response to 
the Applicant's amendment of September 15, 2005, a Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment 
under 37 C.F.R. 1.121 was issued by the USPTO. 

While the reason the 2imendment was held non-compliemt is not clear fi*om the Notice, 
as best Applicant can determine, the Office objects to the inclusion of a corrected drawing in 
the amendment that was not labeled in the top margin as an "Annotated Sheet."
